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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts from July 1 through November 30, the first five 
months of the 1978-79 fiscal year, increased 15.10 percent over receipts for the 
comparable period of the previous fiscal year. 

A total of $602,566,193 in general revenue receipts was recorded in the five- 
month period ending November 30. The amount exceeds by $79,068,519 the total 
collected in the same period last year. 

Of the various categories of general revenue receipts, corporate income taxes 
showed the greatest increase. Corporate income taxes were up 17.81 percent on 
receipts totaling $32,597,435 for the five-month period. 

Individual income tax receipts totaled $210,433,330 and gained 13.36 
percent. 

Sales tax receipts were $304,557,725, representing an increase of 10.91 
percent. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $10,943,536 and were up 
5.67 percent. 
| On another matter, I would like to report that Richard Ravenhill, who has 
been Director of Investments for my office since 1973, left my staff to accept 
another employment opportunity in November. Mrs. Virginia Kincaid, who 
has been named Deputy Director of Investments, has assumed his duties 
temporarily.
